Pulton County, of which Atlanta 
is the capital, has constructed 248.5 
miles of paved roads. The amount 
expended by the county for high- 
way improvements and maintenance 
during 1924 was $2,317,054,60. 

Atlanta is 1,032 feet above sea 
level, with mild winters and 
invigerating summers. The average 
mean temperature is 61 degree 

Atlanta has a record for the most 
remarkable mutal friendliness and 
amicable relationship between 
employer and employee. 

Within 21 months which elapsed 
from Januajy 1st, 1923 to October 
1st, 1024, the total cost of building 
construction done in Atlanta exceed 
ed $77,000,000. During this period 
there was only one labor strike; it 
was on one job; it involved 65 
Carpenters and it lasted three days 
Such a record is unparalleled in the 
history of any community. — Atlanta 
Chamber of Cominn

What the Public Should Know About the Deaf. 

A paper read at the Convention of the Washington 
State Association of the Deaf in Seattle, July 3d, 
>9 a 5. by Olof Hanson. 

There is a great deal that the 
public ought to know about the 
deaf ; but to Ret the public to know 
this is an entirely different proposi- 
tion. The public in general is not 
particularly interested in the deaf. 
It has often been said that we ought 
to educate the public. But the 
public does not care about beiug edu- 
cated, aud is apt to forget what we 
would teach more quickly than we 
can teach it. Like the typical boy, 
who would r it her play than bother 
about being educated the general 
public would rather pursue us owu 
pleasures than learn about something 
in which it is not particularly inter- 
ested. 

This is not an encouraging state- 
ment of the situation ; but we might 
as well face the facts as they are. 

The best we can hope for is to 
inform those who, for some particular 
reason, take an interest in the deaf. 
If, In addition, we can inform a por- 
tion of the general public about the 
most important facts relative to the 
deaf, we shall be doing well 

Of these most important facts, I 
would particularly mention two : the 
first is employment of the deaf ; the 
second is methods of instruction and 
means of communication with the 
deaf. 

First, then, as to emp'oy meut In 
general the deaf have fared pretty 
well, and those capable of doing 
satisfactory work as rule have steady 
work But some people are need 
lessly and unreasonably prejudiced 
against employing the deaf. While 
attending Gallaudet College for the 
deaf in Washington, D. C. , I tried 
one summer to get work during 
vacation on one of the farms around 
the city I went to several places 
and applied for work In one place 
the good lady offered me a dime. I 
explained, with thanks, that I was 
loo' ing for work, not for charity. 
At auother place they set the dog on 
me. I retired as gracefully as I 
could behind an umbrella which I 
carried. I did not get the farm work 
which I sought, and I am willing to 
.idtuit that the dog episode discour- 
aged me somewhat. Lately, how- 
ever, I obtaiued work in the city as 
a printer, and spent the summer in 
Washington. 

It is no joke to be out of work 
and looking for a job, especially foi 
one w ho is deaf. The hArdest and 
most discouraging work I have ever 
done has been to look for work 
Right here in Seattle it is particular- 
ly difficult for the deaf to get work. 
A few years ago an able-bodied 
deaf inau applied for work on one of 
the docks in the city. He carried a 
letter of recommendation from a 
former employer. This he showed 
to the foreman in charge at the 
dock. The foreman read the letter 
and, on learning that the applicant 
was a deaf-mule, became furious, 
tore the letter to bits and told him 
to beat it. Such treatment is un- 
usual. I did not hear of the inci 
dent till several weeks after it hap- 
pened, aud do not know the reason 
for the conduct of the foreman, un- 
less he had been disappointed with 
some deaf man before, and conclud- 
ed that all the deaf were like him. 
Surely not all would fail to give 
satisfaction I know of one deaf 
man who has been employed in the 
same place on one of the Seattle 
docks for more than twenty years. 

But it is a fact that man deaf 
seeking work meets with discourage 
meut that is often disheartening. 
Printing is a trade ut which the deaf 
aw. particularly successful, and se- 
veral have had sits on daily 
papers in the city. Many deaf print 
ers, however, have come and gone, 
unable to get work here, while they 
readily obtained work in Portland 
Chicago, and other large cities. Our 
leading evening daily, however, has 
never in the twenty-five years that I 
have been here, given employment 
to a deaf man. I say this without 
animosity to the paper in question, as 
I have been a subscriber and reader 
of this paper for many years But I 
should like to know why no deaf 
man has ever been given a chance 
on this paper. 

We would ask 
give the deaf the 
hearing applicants 
one deaf man has 
factory, this is no reason for con- 
cluding that all other deaf will be 
the same. The deaf differ just as 
hearing people do One worker may 
he a good-for-nothing ; but the next 
one may be all right. Give each a 
chance on his own merits. 

There are many occupations 
hitherto untried in which the deaf 
can do as good work as the hearing 
About a year ago a young deaf 
woman, after considerable persua- 
sion, was given a trial at candling 
eggs Her work proved so satis- 
factory that the boss asked for more 
deaf girls, and now there are half a 
dozen engaged in this line of work. 

The second topic on which I 
would speak is methods of educat 
ing the deaf and means of communi- 
cating with them. 

There are two principal methods 
of teaching the deaf — the Oral Me- 
thod and the Combined System. 
The day schools in Seattle, Tacoma, 
Everett, and Spokane, use the Oral 
The State School at Van- 
?mplovs the Com!

speech reading. If they cannot 
learn by this method they get little 
or no education in the Oral School. 
There is no question but that many 
of the deaf, perhaps half of the total 
number, can be taught successfully 
by :.ii Oral, Method. But it is 
equally certain that many deaf can 
not be successfully taught by the 
Oral Method. Yet they can be 
given a fairly good education if 
methods used are suited to their 
capability. 

Under the Combined System a 
large proportion of the pupils are 
taught in this way. But those who 
do not show an aptitude for speech 
are taught by manual methods and 
writing. Many who get little or no 
benefit in an Oral School can be 
given a good education and be pre- 
pared for the duties of life by man- 
ual instruction. Iu addition the 
pupils in a Combined System School 
have the advantage of the sign lan- 
guage, by means of which lectures 
and addresses can be giveu, which 
is impossible under the Oral Me- 
thod alone. 

Many Oral teachers belittle the 
sign language and poison the minds 
of the pupils and their parents 
agaiust its use. This is reprehen- 
sible To the deaf, who do not hear 
the words spoken, lip-reading is only 
another fotm of sigu language. 
The only difference is that in this 
case the signs are made with the 
lips, while iu the regular sign lan- 
guage tie signs are made with the 
hands. To the deaf the hand signs 
are infinitely better, plainer, and 
more readily understood than the lip 
sigus. The chief advantage of the 
lip signs is that hearing people do 
not have to go to any trouble or 
effort to learn them. To the deaf, 
on the other hand, it requires a 
great deal more time and work to 
leatn the lip signs than the hand 
signs, and this time could be much 
better applied to giving them a good 
education. Surely, to him that 
hath to him shall be given, aud from 
huu that hath not shall be taken 
the little that he hath. 

But even at their best lip signs 
are not to be compared to hand 
signs for clearness and vividness 
Many lip signs are hardly visible at 
all, and the lip reader often has to 
guess at what he cauuot see. A 
good lip reader must be good at 
guessing But even the best lip 
readers can not follow a lecture or a 
sermon. Moreover, the stiain on 
the eyes to read lips for some length 
of time is such as to be dicidrdly 
discouraging. 

Bv means of the regular sign lan- 
guage, however, the deaf can con- 
verse as easily, and understand lec- 
tures aud sermons as readily, as 
hearing people. 

It is generally supposed by those 
not familiar with the deaf, that those 
who si>eak and read the lips are 
more in touch with people around 
them than those who use signs and 
finger spelling. But this is uot the 
case. According to my observation 
it is the other way. And the reason 
is not far to seek. 

Ouly a few of the best lip readeis 
can couverse freely with everybody 
around them. The average lip- 
reader finds this means of communi- 
cation difficult, uncertain, and un- 
reliable, and does not find conversa- 
tion free and enjovable, consequent- 
ly it is limited to what is barely ne 
cessary On the other hand, where 
the deaf use signs and finger spell- 
ing, the family and friends readily 
learn the finger alphabet and many 
learn the sign language, and the 
deaf having an easy, sure, and reli- 
able means of communication, can 
converse freely aud with enjoyment, 
and they are really iu oetter touch 
with their environment thau those 
who depend on lip-reading. 

The best way, however, is what 
is generally and most commonly 
doue by those educated in Combined 
System Schools, to wit: let the deaf 
learu to speak aud read the lips as 
far as they can, and those who 
find it serviceable will keep it np. ' 
But let them also learn the sign 
language while in school, in order to 
give them the broader and often 
more satisfactory means of com- 
munication. The deaf need every 
means of communication which ex- 
perience proves to be useful and sa- 
tisfactory, and they should have both 
speech and signs.
